TWO RICH STAKES AT GRAVESEND THIS AFTERNOON 



Hu* spring nn-cting of the Brooklyn Jockey Chib begins at Gravesend this afternoon, with the Criterion 
Stakes and the Brooklyn Handicap as the principal and sufficient features of the day’s card. The Criterion 
«s for two-year old tillies and will lie run for the twelfth time today. It has always attracted the crack 
tillics of the years as they came and numbers among its winners such fleet creatures as Cap and Bells. 
Mamari. Hamburg Belle. Flip Flap. Court Dress. Field Mouse, and Ocean Bound. Cap and Bells was good 
enough to lie sent over to England and win the Epsom Oaks of 1901 and Hamburg Belle was one of the last 
mares of recent years. Of the Brooklyn Handicap it is sufficient to say from the time of its first running 
in 1SN7 it has shared with the Suburban the distinction of being one of the two foremost handicaps of 
American racing. It has l»een contested by the grandest racers of the last quarter of a century and in its 
list of placed horses are such great names as those of Dry Mono|>ole. The Bard. Hanover. Exile Terra 
Cotta. Tenny. Henry of Navarre. Sir Walter. Clifford. Ornament. Ben Holladay. Kinlev Mack. Advance 
Guard. Irish Lad. The Picket. Delhi. Celt and King James, to say nothing of others scarcely less famous.

May .‘Mb — Before an attendance 
that taxed spacious Churchill Downs to its capacity, 
Henderson A: Hogan's vastly improved four-year-old. 
J. H. Bee J. broke the American record for a mile 
and twenty yards in winning the Decoration Handi- 
cap today. He ran the distance in 1:.‘KM and won 
comma iniingly fr»mi some of the liest ra<*ers in these 
parts. The r«*cord for tin* distance had previously 
l*«*en I: to and was .jointly held by Maid Marian. 
Maey and Fix SlMotcr. all three of which made the 
mark at Washington Park. Chicago. J. H. Reed 
was favored this aftermsm by a light impost and the 
fast pace forced in the early stages by King's 
Daughter was a coatri bit ting factor. The latter, 
though « a rrying top weight of 133 pounds, went oul 
in her usual game fashion and attempted to race 
her opjKisitHMi int i submission during the earlv run 
niug. 

The terrific dip that she maintained for three- 
quarters 11:12ft) proved her undoing, for she then 
liegau to falter iicrceptihly. J. II. Reed. Hanbridge 
and Pinkola all iiassed her in turn during the final 
furlong, to finish as naimsl. While not discounting 
J. H. Reeil’s sterling iierfnrmance. then* was a 
dis|sisition on The part of tin* critics to censure 
.jockey Martin for bis tactics in raHng the Mc- 
Dowell mare into exhaustion during the early stages 
of the ra<-«*. Hanbridge’s effort showed him to be 
at bis liest and lie probably will have to lie reck- 
oned with in future races of this kind or any other. 
Splendid sport resulted from today's program, and 
it was immensely enjoyed by the holiday visitors. 
Form players met a Waterloo, all six favorites go- 
ing down to defeat.

TORONTO MEETING TO CLOSE TODAY. 

Toronto. Ont.. May 3b. — The spring meeting of the 
Ontario Jockey Club will come to a close tomorrow 
and there will then lie a lapse of several days before 
Canadian racing is resumed at the Blue Bonnets 
truck in Montreal Saturday. While the shortening 
of the Canadian meetings has rcsulbal iu ki'epiug 
away many patrons of racing who otherwise would 
have (time here, the local patronage of the s|K*rt is 
e\«-eptionally good. Racing at Woodbine is con- 
ducted along linos tiiat tend to make race week a 
holiday |»criod among all classes and especially so 
among society folks. The attendance iu the club 
ineiul*ers’ enclosure has been a striking feature, 
many prominent families iu the Dominion being well 
represented. The number of layers iu the betting 
enclosure lias t a I leu below the r«Tords of previous 
years, but this has probably been welcomed by the 
club, whose p<di<*y lias always lieen not to cater to 
the “ring." Mortimer Mahoney, who has handl'd 
this department iu an efficient manner for the club 
for several years, has been engaged to look after the 
rings at Hamilton and Windsor. It is underfetood 
that lie will be i:i charge of this department at all 
tracks under the jurisdiction of the Canadian Racing 
Association* ie*xt season. 

Inclement weather had its effect on tlie attend- 
anee at Woodbine this afternoon. Showers set in 
al*out the mam hour and continued until after the 
running of the fourth race, when the ski«*s cleared 
and the sun came out. Evenly halamvd fields went 
to tin* |*ost. but favorites managed to win four of 
th»- races. John W. tfHmrr furnished the winners in 
the first two imo*s in John Reardon and Planutess. 
He purchased the latter of William Garth this morn- 
ing and re|H.rt had it that the Memphis turfman 
won out Ids new purchase. 'Hie victory of Planutess 
was a lucky one. as Judge Monek was much the liest 
and would have won easily with competent han- 
dling.

OLD-TIME CROWD ATTENDS 

BELMONT PARK RACES DRAW HOLIDAY AT- 
TENDANCE ESTIMATED AT 25,000. 

Sweep Finds It Easy to Win the Belmont Stake* 
for James R. Keene, Duke of Ormonde 
Being His Only Opponent. 



New York. May 30. — James R. Keene’s Sweep, 
winner of tlie Futurity of last season. t«iok the Bel 
mont Slakes today in a canter from. the Ormondale 
Stable’s Duke of Ormonde, the only other starter. 
It was no contest, the Ben Brush <-olt. lieing in hand 
from start to finish. Tlie National Stallion Race 
furnished a surprise when It. F. Carman’s Sempmlus 
scored an easy victory in the fast time of 58?. 
Naushon, R. T. Wilson, Jr.’s half-brother to Gun- 
fire, was favorite, but after following the early pace, 
he quit badly and finished outside the money, while 
the place went to August Belmont’s Footprint, with 
Colston a close third. The Grand National Steeple 
< base furnished one of the most exciting contests of 
the «lay when Rossfenton outgained Kara, an added 
starter, to win by half a length. Kara came back 
to the scales lame. 

The day broke warm anil ideal for outdoor sport 
and as a result fully 25,000 persons were on hand 
at Belmont Park, recalling the prosperous times of 
racing. Just before the horses were called for the 
fifth race, there was a heavy thunderstorm and the 
fast track was converted into muddy going. The 
change did not suit Prince Gal, the favorite of the 
handicap and he ran last, while Falcada won from 
Righteasy. In the last rare. Boh R. won another 
race for the Beverwyek Stable. After the race. 
•L W. May from whom lie was taken out of a selling 
race for $1.5oo. ran him up from $1,160 to $2,ooo, 
but he was retained. 

The Belmont was worth $9,210 in cash to Mr. 
Keene, which figure includes $50o that went to the 
nominator of the winner, besides $1,000 in plate 
donated by August Belmont. 

Overnight indications point to heavy going at 
Gravesend for the Brooklyn llaudieap tomorrow. 
S. (’. Hildreth’s Fitz Herbert will be favorite and 
will lie ridden by E. Ibigau. 

Tiie horses of Applegate &. Yu uke have arrived at 
Sheepshead Bay. The string is made np of Round 
tin* World, four other two-year-olds ami two older 
horses.

PLANNING FOR THE FUTURE. 

Louisville. Ky.. May 30. — Improvements looking 
to the <*omf'>rt of the pa trou* of Churchill Downs, 
including provisions for the accommodation of 5.000 
additional persons and the perfection of the opera- 
tion of the |»ari-mutuel method of wagering, are to 
he made under the supervision of Col. M. J. Winn, 
general manager, at a cost of at least $25,000. Offi- 
cial announcement of the fact was made tonight. 

The alterations and enlargements will embrace a 
complete transformation of the present betting ring, 
the general offic**s. the present paddock and the 
construction of an exclusive grandstand for the ac 
com mod at ion of horsemen, trainers and patrons of 
the iiaddock. That section of the roof of the betting 
ring now utilized as a place of vantage from which 
to view the running of races is to In* extended to 
the main grandstand, from which there will be an 
unobstructed promenade to the paddock entrance. 

The new paddock will be under the trees, sur- 
rounded by hedges and flowers, to the west of the 
stables in the rear of the present paddock, adjacent 
to Seventh street and immediately south of Central 
avenue. The new paddock will be patterned aftei 
that at Sheepshead Bay. In fair weather the horses 
will lie saddled in the park proper, and at other times 
under a regulation shell. It will is* easy for the 
management, to equip the course with a paddock 
combining both novelty and attractiveness. In mak- 
ing the changes it is the intention of the New Lou- 
isville Jockey Club to convert Churchill Downs into 
a plant second to nmie in America. 

D. X. Murphy & Bro. are now drawing the plans 
for the improvements, and s**>n after the termina- 
tion of the meeting next Saturday the work of 
transformation will In* commenced. The l>etting ring 
will lie enlarged 100 square feet, which will extend 
it to tlie paddock now in use. This will necessitate 
tlie relo<*ation of the offices and cashiers’ section, 
the jockeys’ room and the offices used by the clerk 
of the scales and L. II. Davis, secretary and handi- 
eapper. Where the paddock is now situated will 
liecome the site of the general offices of the various 
officials. Here, too. will be located the cashiers, 
to the number of twenty, five more than are now 
employed. The jockeys' room will lie modeled after 
tlie jockeys’ room at the Jockey Club Juarez, and 
it embodies every convenience. Every alteration to 
be made combines the comfort of the public and will 
enable the jockey club to facilitate the handling of 
its business. Colonel Winn, in discussing the 
changes, said: 

“At all times we have been striving to perfect 
our system, with the idea constantly in mind to 
serve the public in a way satisfactory to it. The 
operation of the pari-mutuel method lias beeu vastly 
improved since its re-introduction here in 1908. 
Having developed the system on business lines it is 
now pnqiosed to conduct it after the fashion of a 
banning house, and this means that we shall avoid 
congestion, facilitate the making and payment of 
wagers and demonstrate beyond question that the 
nnituel form is. in every respect. not only the most 
satisfactory style of betting, lieing the fairest, but 
that it is tlie salvation of raring in this coun- 
try. and that under it there will be a great revival 
of the sport throughout the land. 

“It has been decided to discard the antiquated 
machines now in use and supplant them with twentv 
new devices, just twice as large. These will cost 
$10,000. New booths will he provided and thev will 
lie more than double the size of the booths umv in 
commission. These will la* ranged on either side of 
the ring in a manner designed to avoid all conges- 
tion. The management of the jockey club has de- 
voted a great deal of study to the matter, and it is 
safe to say that, after many tests, practical perfec- 
tion has lieen attained. Tlie public is entitled to 
the liest and that is what it is promised to supply 
it is a certainty that the public’s wishes and its 
welfare are entitled to consideration, and at all tinn-s 
t he patrons of the New Louisville Jockev Club will 
get honorable treatment. We f<*ei that bv reason of 
this system in the past rhurehill Downs has earned 
and maintains the confidence of the public which 
appreciates honest racing and equitable treatment 

“It is possible to run our affairs upon the prin 
ciples governing a trust company, and the New Lou- 
isville Jockey ('lull is going to demonstrate it. 
i hurchill Downs is going to in* the '-enter of the 
greatest racing in the Fnited States, and next Derby 
day the club will have one of the greatest Derby* 
eve.' witnessed in America. More than 541.000 per- 
sons will see it and we shall show the pari-mutuel 
department ruuning as smoothly as a banking 
house.’’

NEW YORK SITUATION IN A MUDDLE. 

Ambiguity of Recently Enacted Legislation Leaves 
Status of Racing in Empire State in Doubt. 



New York. May 30. — Commenting upon the decision 
of the racing organizations of New York state to 
ask Governor Hughes for a definition of the provisions 
of the recently enacted Agnew -Perkins hills. August 
Belmont, chairman of tin* Jockev Club, is quoted as 
follows: 

“Tile wording of these bills is so ambiguous that 
in justice to the racing public and the Jockey Clu! 
associations we have asked Governor Hughes for a 
hearing, with the idea that persecution may tie pre- 
vented. As the hills now read, we lielicve that there 
will he much difficulty experienced iu correctly in- 
terpreting their real meaning. If Governor Hughes 
sigus them in their present form the door will he 
opened to a long series of litigations, to which per- 
haps few persons will be willing to expose them- 
selves. There is to be an extra session of the Legis- 
lature and if we eau convince Governor Hughes that 
there will be persecution which may result in the 
killing of raring he may see his way clear to bring 
about legislation that will leave no room for doubt 
as to the intent .and enforcement of tlie measures. 

. “Each track under the jurisiietion of the Jockey 
(’lull is licensed hy the state through tlie Racing 
Commission to hold running meetings. That legalizes 
racing as a sport, yet one of the Agnew IVikins 
hills would hold track owners and trustees directly 
responsible for so-called 'hookmaking' and gambling.’ 
If it is tin* purpose of these lulls to prohibit ail 
betting on horse races, w;e believe the fact should 
be made clear in these measures so that the Jockev 
Club and tin* county authorities will know' hist wha’t 
is « xpcctcd. iu framing the bills the terms is»ok- 
making* and 'gambling’ have been used without 
specification and if the bills become laws there is 
bound to be endless perseeution which will drive 
patrons away from the traeks and make it impos- 
sible for racing as a sport and industry to survive. 

“it is extremely difficult for me to believe, al- 
though I have tried to convince myself to the con- 
trary, that those who have been pushing these mea- 
sures are not really trying to stop racing instead 
of so-called gambling. That is why we are anxious 
to have the matter cleared up so that we can proceed 
accordingly. 

“As we interpret the law. racing will continue 
on the Jockey Club tracks until September 1. when 
the proposed new laws go into effect. But after that 
date it is my private opinion that owing to the 
doubtful meaning of tlie measures now awaiting 
Governor Hughes’ signature, it would not Ik* wise 
for anybody to attempt to race. I cannot speak 
however, except for the Westchester Racing Ass.e 
ciation.” 

The decision to appeal to the governor for a hear- 
g was reached at a conference attended hy Mr. 
Belmont and Harry K. Knapp, representing the 
Jockey (’lul». Philip J. Dwyer of the Brooklvn jockev 
Cltih. Richard T. Wilson. Jr., of the Saratoga Asso- 
ciation. a representative of the Coney Island Jockev 
Club and Joseph S. Auerbach, counsel for the Jockev 
Club.
